433/200 of NH-4 in the state of 
Karnataka and for service provided by it, hereby authorises the said M/s. Nandi Highways Developers Limited or its 
authorised legal representative to collect the fees at the rates specified in the said Schedule finm the date of its opening to 
traffic till 5th May, 2024.

Fee Category AB : Vehicles entering from Tarihal Road Interchange and leaving towards Kalghatgi Road crossing or 

Karwar Road Interchange or Ayodhyanagar Interchange and vice versa, 

NOTE: 

1. Fee categories are based on the distance covered. 

2. When die same vehicle has to use section of the National Highway more than once in a day, die user shall have the 
option to pay one and a half times the rates specified in the Schedule above while using section of the National 
Highway in the first trip itself or if the vehicle has to use die section of the National Highway quite frequently for the 
entire month or even beyond that, the vehicle owner can have a monthly pass on the payment of charges equal to 
thirty single rates. 

Explanation :— “day” shall be counted as a continuous period of twenty four hours. 

3. The following types of vehicles are exempted from the fees specified above in the Schedule, namely:— 

(f) Vehicles— 

(A) having “VIP” symbols or officially belonging to:— 

(a) the President of India; 

(b) die Vice-President of India; 

(c) die Governor of a State or Lt, Governor of Union Territory; 

(d) a Foreign dignitary on the State visit to India; 

(e) a Foreign Diplomat stationed in India using cars with “CD”/“CC” number plates; 
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(0 Chairman of Rajya Sabha or Speaker of Lok Sabha or Chairman of State Legislative Council or 
Speaker of a State Legislative Assembly or a Minister for the Union or State, or Leaders of 
Opposition in Lok Sabha or Rajya Sabha or State Legislatures having the status of Cabinet Minister, 
if he is sitting in the vehicle; or 

(g) Member of Parliament, in the entire country, or a Member of Legislative Assembly of a State or a 
Member of Legislative Council of a State, in the respective State, if he produces his identity card 
issued by the Parliament or concerned Legislature of State, as the case may be; 

(B) Belonging to winner of Gallantry awards such as Param Vir Chakra, Ashok Chakra, Maha Vir Chakra, Kirti 
Chakra, Vir Chakra and Shaurya Chakra, if such awardees produces his photo identity card duly authenti¬ 
cated by the Competent Authority for such award; 

(ii) Defence vehicles, Police vehicles, Fire Fighting vehicles, Ambulances, Funeral V ans, Vehicles of the Depattmenl 
of Posts and Telegraphs and Central Government and State Government vehicles on duty. 

4. The above mentioned rate of fees, the categories of vehicles exempted from payment of fee and the name, 
address and telephone number of the authority to whom complaints, if any, should be addressed shall be 
conspicuously and prominently displayed 500 meters ahead of the toll booths, 100 meters ahead of the toll 
booths and at the toll booth also. The height of the display boards and size of the letters being such that it is easy 
for drivers to read the display boards both legibly written or printed in English, Hindi and vernacular language in 
which the permanent bridge is situated. 

5. Every driver, owner or person incharge of the mechanical vehicles shall before using section of the National 
Highway or after having crossed it, stop his vehicle at the cross bar and pay the fee leviable in respect of the 
vehicles at the fee collection booth. The person authorised by the concession company to collect fee in respect 
of any mechanical vehicle crossing the section of the National Highway shall issue a receipt to the driver or 
owner of person incharge of the mechanical vehicle. 

6. No fees shall be levied and collected from a mechanical vehicle, which is not covered by the said Schedule.
